ANSELL CLAIMS 
HEARING UNFAIR 


Objects to Majority Report on 
Court-martial. 


Says War is 


Guilty wi! “Fixing.” 


Declares Only } Favorable W it- 
nesses Testified.

[SPRCIAD CORRESPONDENCE. | 
WASHINGTON, July 27.—Contin- 

uing his fight for the reform of mil!- 

tary justice and court marital pro- 

ceedings, former Acting Judge Ad- 

vocate-General Ansell has written a 

letter to the President of the Amer- 

ican Bar Association urging that 
the majority report of its special 
committee of five, appointed to pro- 
pose changes in the system, be re- 
jected by the association. He 
charges that the report recommends 
no substantial change and that it was 
influenced by the War Departmnet. 
Gen. Ansell in a statement today, 
said he had learned that S. 8S. Gre- 
gory, of Chicago, and Judge Bynum 
of North Carolina have signed a min- 


ority report to the Bar Association 
declaring in effect that military 
justice should be regulated by law 
and not controlled by the power of 
military command. This is Gen. 
Angell's contention, 

The majority report, Gen. Ansell 
says he has learned, is signed by 
Martin Conboy, New York, Prof. 
Andrew A. Bruce. Minneapolis, and 
John Hinckley of Baltimore. Mr. 
Conboy and Mr. Hinckley, Gen. An- 
sell declares, came to the investiga- 
tion with their minds closed and that 
they exerted themselves to prove 
that the existing system which gives 
the military commander full contro] 
of courts-martial findings should not 
be changed in any respect. 
CHARGES “FIXING” WITNESSES. 

Gen. Ansell charges that the War 
Department exerted itself to prove 
the same thing. ordering men to ap- 
pear before the Bar Association 
Committee at government expense tc 
testify in favor of the existing sys- 
tem and compelling all army officers 
who were disposed to differ from 
the stand the department had taken 
to attend in their own time and at 
their own expense. 

The investigation, he asserts, was 
a one-sided affair and resulted in 
a majority verdict unjustified by the 
evidence or the facts. 

“Many high-ranking officers of 
the Regular Army appeared before 
the committee either at their request 
or suggestion made to the War De- 
partment, or upon the initiative of 
the department itself,” Gen. Ansell 
saye in his letter. “These men sup- 
ported the existing system, some ar- 
‘dently and some so. 

“I have made inquiry of several 
of them and find in every case that 
their appearance was regarded by 
the department as a military duty 


military service, and that appearing 
on duty in accordance with the di- 
rections of the department, they re- 
ceived their pay and traveling al- 
lowance therefor. The committee 
did not ask the department, so far 
as I am advised, to direct any of- 
ficer of the army, whose name was 
cited by me, to appear before it 
and consequently any officer or oth- 
er person whom I desired called in 
opposition to the system could ap- 
pear only by taking leave, if he 
were entitled to leave, and 
own expense. 
DEFENDERS ONLY. 
“In other words, the government 
procured for the committee the mili- 


tary witnesses to defend the system, 
but none to oppose it. It ig known 
here in the department, whether the 
committee knew it or not, that while’ 
the committee was sitting here in 
Washington the highest military au- 
thority in the department said that 
they were ‘ordering before the com- 
mittee those ‘who could give the 
military vigw;'.that is, the depart- 
mental view; and the committee got 
little else. 

“Take example: The. committee 
might well have heard my exposi- 
tion of the bill drafted by me, might 
have heard my statement in favor- 
able explanation of it, as wel) as the 
views of the office of the Judge-Ad- 
vocate-General in condemnation of 
it. The committee requested that 
the department have Col. West, the 
efficer of the Judge-Advocate-Gen- 
eral’'s department who had made a 
careless and unfavorable study of 
the bill, to appear before them in 
Chicago, and he did appear by order 
of the department, in government 
time and at government expense and 
did condemn the. bill, condemned it 
really with only the slightest com- 
prehension of it. The committee 
also notified me that they would 
hear me at Chicago, If I chose to 
appear, but it did not request the de- 
partment to send me to Chicago. My 
appearance, of course, would have 
had to be in my own time and at my 
own expense. 

“These matters, while they may 
appear to be relatively unimportant, 
at least to the affluent and those 
who are indifferent to the subject, 
are nevertheless not only significant 
of the attitude of the committee and 
the department, but were very real 
obstacles to a fair presentation of

“| behalf of the advancement of the 


cause of military justice, it would 
have been a hardship for me to go 
to Chicago at my own expense. Be- 
sides, a sense of propriety forbade 
me to ask others to appear there tn 
my own behalf. Was it not the 
plain duty of the committee to re- 
quest the War Department to fur- 
nish at its own expense the wit- 
nesves against the system, as well as 
those in favor of it? 

“The hearing-has not been thor- 
ough and it has not been fair. 
It has not been helpful. Indeed, 
it has been very harmful.

URGE HANSON DEVICE 
TO SAVE AIR MAIL. 


BURLESON MAY INVESTIGATE 
ANGELENO’S EQUIPMENT 
TO HELP P } 


[EXCIA'SIVE DISPATCH. } 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 2. — Earl 
Hanson of Los Angeles, who has 
developed some wonderful devices 
for wireless transmission of the 
voice, has now a chance to save 


the mail service of the 
States from its great obstacle—fog. 
Postmaster-General Burleson is con- 
sidering investigation of the claims 
of the Los Angeles inventor brought 
to hia attention in the following 
telegram from New York from O. P. 
Adams of Los Angeles: 

“IT have read with much interest 
the articles in the public press giv- 
ing the details of the recent strike 
of pilots of aircraft used to carry 
United States mails. I understand 
the trouble is due largely to the 
lack of suitable equipment whereby 
the pilots, while flying in foggy and 
stormy weather, can know their lo- 
eation and where to land even 
though the visibility is poor. This 
problem has been solved through 
the development of the radio com- 
pass by the government and the 
audio-frequency system for land- 
ing fields as disclosed by Earl C. 
Hanson of Los Angeles before the 
Aséronautical Convention at Atlantic 
City on May 8&8, 1919. For particu- 
lars see articles in “Aerial Age of 
May 19 and June copy. Fiying tests 
have demonstrated the practical val- 
ue of both systems as inquiry will 
disclose. 

“IT believe you should use every 
effort to safeguard our pilots by the 
installation of such equipment on 
landing fields and planes. Hanson’s 
patents are controlled by Title In- 
surance and Trust company of Los 
Angeles which company I represent. 
If you will get the United States 
Government to install equipment on 
Planes and fields which will to a 
great extent make fiying safe in 
thick weather I am in a position to 
co-operate in furnishing you with 
the benefit of knowledge gained by 
experiments carried.on by Hanson 
through years of work along radio 
frequency lines.”’ 

Mr. Hanson, who is connected 
with the government here, claims 
that with the radio compass such 
as used by the NC-4 and the R-34 
and his landing device aircraft can 
go through fog and bad weather as 
regularly as ratlroad trains and has 
convinced the experts here that the 
landing will be as safe and practic- 
able in any kind of weather as or- 
dinary landing in broad daylight.

JUNE FISH CATCH IS HEAVY. 


ceived during the month of June at 
Los Angeles ports, according to fig- 
ures given, out yesterday by E. M. 
Nielsen, statistical expert for the 
State Fish and Game Commission. 
The total amount received was 
5,798,320 pounds, including receipts 
at Santa Monica, Long Beach and 
San Pedro. The figures include a 
small amount from Mexican waters, 
about forty tons, but the bulk of the 
fish was caught in local waters. 

The value of the fish caught dur- 
ing the month is estimated to be in 
excess of half a million dollars, al- 
though no figures were given out. 
About one-third of the catch was 
tuna and albicore, selling at an av- 
érage of more than $100 per ton. An 
equal amount was of. lower-priced 
sardines, selling for i than $20 
pér ton; but the remainder sold tn 
the fresh fish market | ught much 
higher prices than-‘tuna and. sar- 
dines that went to the cannerieg he 
details for the ‘month. follow:
